WHEREAS, there is now no provision in our Constitution and 
By-Laws covering such individuals^, 

THEREPORL,BE IT KESOLYCD that provisions be made to accept 
reputable and qualified apprenticeship trained masseurs and raassuses 
Vi/ho have had tvio years of active practice as associate members—with 
all privileges except voice or'Voting Rights, After a period of two 
years of membership in the American Association of Masseurs and Mass- 
uses and having demonstrated their ability as to qualified and 
reputable technicians, they may make application to the National 
Board of Directors for regular membership. 

This resolution shall be in force until the next National 
Convention or until <an aramendment to the C institution and By-Lawtv will 
be presented for ratification by the Convention embracing the provis¬ 
ions of this resolution effective on passage.

^ The practice of advertising and answering your professional 

calls by phnne number, instead of using your cwn name, or that of 
your office, if you have one, is to be frowned upon, by your own 
profession, the medical profession, and the public in general. 

You have a name, and you should select a good professional 
name for your office, and your profession, and be proud of them. If 
YOU do not have an office, and are receiving patients in your home, or 
if you are making house calls entirely, do not advertise in 3 ?our local 
paper just the word ’’MASSAGE", md your phone number. Be proud of 
your name xnd your profession, say who you are, what you are, and ^ 
where you are. Whether you practice in your home, or go to the patients 
home. When your phone rings, do not just lift the receiver and give the 
phone number. It will sound much better to say 9 "Scientific Swedish ^ 
Massage, Miss Jones speaking” or "This is Miss Jones, Massuse, speaking 

or a similar statement* ^ . 

If you have an office, select a good professional name, giving 
your name, follovjing the name of your office, if there should be more 
than one technician practicing in the same office. If lihere is onxj 
one in an office, I think giving the name then would be immaterial. 

The reason for this prooeedure is this, so many unethical, 
illegitimate operatcrs (I call this type Operators) in the past, have 
used our very fine profession, as a front for other purposes than 
Scientific Swedish Massage. Just about ninety nine percent of 
Operators will advertise in a'paper that will accept such advertising, 
using the one word "MASSAGE", and a phone number. I saw an advertis¬ 
ement in Los Angeles that said "Scrubs & Rubs, and a phone number 
Such advettising methods ivill invaribly lead to trouble for the in¬ 
nocent practitioner, and in the end, vjill lead to double trouble for 
every one. The unethical one will soon be under police and detective 
surveilance, and the ethical practitioner will be receiving unwelcome 
patients as a result of a wonderful profession being used as a front 
by the "Past" operator. Murray.
